First of all there are two ty pes 
of costs—ru nning costs and fix ed 
costs. The ru nning costs v ary 
with how many miles y ou driv e 
and they inclu de gas and oil, tires 
and maintenance. Fix ed costs are 
fairly standard ev en if y ou leav e 
y ou r car in the garage for day s 
at a time. They inclu de insu rance, 
licenses, tax es and depreciation. 
The AAA notes the cost o( gas 
and oil v aries tremendou sly —as 
mu ch as 50 per cent for the same 
make and model depending on 
how the car is driv en; the ty pe 
of 
driv ing, 
su ch as city , flat 
cou ntry or mou ntains: the loads 
carried and the general condition 
of the v ehicle. 
To determine y ou r costs make 
y ou r own test. The AAA su ggests 
this easy method; fill y ou r gas

mileage on y ou r odometer—the 
mileage indicator portion of y ou r 
speedometer. 
Driv e normally u ntil the lank

by the nu mber of gallons requ ired 
to refill the tank. The resu lt is 
the nu mber of miles per gallon!

If most of y ou r driv ing 
is city driv ing, don’t wait for a

T 
h e r e were sev eral small airplanes, a wind so ck, two 
hangars, and three grass runway s. 
On clear day s 
the dro ne o f engines o nce bro ke the silence o f a peace­ 
ful farming area just west o f Sedalia. And abo v e the 
engines co uld be heard the v o ice o f Jack Funk as he 
sho uted instructio ns to no v ice fly ers. 
To day , skeleto ns o f three planes rest o n a bed o f 
weeks, a shredded wind so ck hangs limp and lo nely , the 
hangars are full o f hay and the runway s hav e beco me 
a field o f co rn. 
In 1 94 3 the City o f Seda­ 
lia, realizing a need fo r an 
airpo rt which might be an 
aux iliary to the Sedalia Air 
Fo rce Base, flo ated a bo nd 
issue. 
Acco rding to minutes o f the 
No v . 1 2. 1 94 3 City Co uncil meet­ 
ing, “ ORDINANCE NO. 3 51 4 , en- 
titled ‘An o rdinance autho rizing 
the issuance o f Municipal Airpo rt 
Bo nds o f the City o f Sedalia, Mis­ 
so uri, in the sum o f $55 ,000, fo r 
the purpo se o f pro v iding funds to 
pay the co st o f purchasing Real 
Estate fo r a Municipal Airpo rt 
and impro v ing and equipping the 
same, to be o wned ex clusiv ely by 
said City , specify ing the details 
o f said Bo nd issue and the fo rm 
o f said bo nds and interest co u­ 
po ns, making pro v isio ns fo r the 
lev y o f a tax sufficient to pay 
the interest o n said bo nds as it 
accrues, and to co nstitute a sink­ 
ing fund 
to pay the principal

Pringle, Ro y ce, Sumners, Seifert, 
Sulliv an and Yo unt. 
Fro m this bo nd issue the city 
raised the mo ney needed to pur­ 
chase a large area o f land fiv e 
miles west o f Sedalia. Air Fo rce 
engineers surv ey ed the land and 
decided it wo uld be suitable as 
an aux iliary to the base at Kno b 
No ster. Befo re final preparatio ns 
co uld be made, ho wev er, the war 
was nearing its final stage and 
the Air Fo rce did no t need the 
seco ndary base. This left Sedalia 
with a large strip o f unimpro v ed 
land. 
The Chamber o f Co mmerce and 
the city co ntinued to fav o r the 
pro ject in spite o f the Air Fo rce’s 
defectio n. Jack Funk, who was 
instructing at an airfield no rth o f 
Cape Girardeau, was co ntacted. 
He came to Sedalia and agreed 
to be o perato r o f what was still 
o nly an idea. The 1 2 -Mile Ro ad 
District helped to clear timber 
and smo o th land fo r runway s, and 
Jack built a hangar, th e first 
o ffice was a tent in which a watch­ 
man stay ed at night. 
On June 24 , 1 94 4 , the airpo rt 
o pened, hav ing as its first plane 
a 
single-engine

ho rsepo wer 
Po rterfield. Abo ut a mo nth later 
Funk bo ught a used Piper Cub. 
The city o wned the land, and 
the part no t used fo r the airpo rt 
was rented to farmers. 
Almo st immed iately Jack start­ 
ed to give fly ing lesso ns. The air­ 
po rt and instructio ns were ap­ 
pro ved by the Civil Aero nautics

Paul H arris, William White and 
Al Raines helped as instructo rs.

So o n the Army began to sell 
surplus training planes, and the 
airpo rt purchased several L-2’s 
and L-3’s. 
When the War end ed 
Jack go t the agency fo r Piper and 
so ld a few planes. He later had 
an agency fo r Cessna. 
Abo ut 1948 the new GI fly ing 
training pro gram increased the 
number o f stud ents. 
During its 
seco nd y ear o f o peratio n the y ear­ 
ly average was abo ut 40-5 0 stu­ 
d ents. 
Al Raines received his co m mer­ 
cial and instructo r license fro m 
the Sed alia airpo rt and is no w 
fly ing fo r Becchcraft. 
Richard 
Julian’s instructo r license came 
fro m the airpo rt, and he is no w 
fly ing at Bartlesville, Oklaho ma. 
Charles M ertel, who received his 
co m m ercial and instructo r license 
fro m Jack, went fro m here to 
Mald en. Mo ., as a flight instruc­ 
to r fo r cad ets. Glen Bale went to 
the W arrensburg airpo rt as an

The intriguing id ea is that pic- 
jtures may help patients fo cus at- 
itentio n o n the o utsid e wo rld , and 
so walk the brid ge m o re easily 
back to mental health. 
The m ental patient is turned in­ 
ward , centered upo n himself, as 
’a d efense against the threats he 


fears o r realities he refused to 
face. 
Dr. 
Co rneliso n 
ex plains. 
Getting him to reach o ut to the 
wo rld again is a first step in cure. 
Seeing himself in pictures o f­ 
fers a way o f ind ucing him to 
reach o ut. His picture is fam iliar 
but it is o utsid e him. It is less 
fearso m e than o ther things o n the 
o utsid e. Ho pefully , it’s a metho d 
o f helping the patient und erstand 
him self and his illness. 
And . as patients tell ho w they 
felt at d ifferent stages o f illness, 
the technique co uld bring clearer 
und erstand ing o f what

BALTIMORE, Md. (AP)--Suc- 
cess, lik e a rock et, has been 
divided in three stages for the 
Martin Co. 
For years Martin was one of 
the nation’s leading airplane man­ 
ufacturers. Sales went into a tail- 
spin in the early ’50s. Martin 
gave up planes and went entirely 
into missiles, the first aircraft 
mak er to do » n. (Martin says it 
could have orbited a .satellite be­ 
fore the Korean War.) 
Now the firm has come full 
circle and is mak ing aircraft 
again—but aircraft such as Glenn 
Martin never dreamed of when 
he built his first motorized box 
k ite-appearing plane in 1909. 
Mártir now mak es spacecraft— 
Apollo, designed to carry three 
men around the moon; Slomar, 
designed for rescue mission and 
to shuttle supplies from earth to 
space stations; Project RSVP, for 
a recoverable spaceship. 
Martin actually got into space 
when much military think ing was 
decidedly earthbound. In 1945 it 
organized a guided missile sec­ 
tion. William G. Bergen, a young 
engineer, was placed in charge. 
By 1947 Bergen said Martin 
completed a detailed report on a 
rock et that could have been used 
as an intercontinental missile as 
well as launch a 1,450-pound pay­ 
load into orbit. 
“Nobody was interested,’’ said 
Bergen. 
“If the project had been con­ 
tinued, not on a crash basis but 


merely in an orderly program, 
we could have had 1,000 pounds 
in orbit before the Korean War.” 
Martin, which made 12,400 air­ 
planes, sold its first to the Army 
in 1913. On Dec. 20, 1960 it de­ 
livered its last conventional air­ 
craft to the Navy and moved 
entirely into the missile-space 
field. 
During 
those 
years 
Martin 
built such planes as the MB2, 
described in 1918 as the most 
formidable fighting plane ever 
built: the MCI, the first all-metal 
monoplane 
constructed 
in the 
United States; the BIO, which in 
1932 won the Collier trophy for 
Martin, and the China Clipper, 
which carried mail and passen­ 
gers to once remote points in the 
Orient. 
During World War II it built 
5.266 of the 
stub-winged B26 
Marauder bombers. 
Martin ran into bad luck with 


its military airplanes in the 1950s. 
In Dccemter of 1%9 the Navy an­ 
nounced it would scrap 14 Sea- 
master jet .seaplanes built by the 
company. The Navy originally 
had ordered 22 but cut its order 
to 
14 in 
1958. 
Two 
of 
the 
16 jet seaplanes built by Martin 
crashed. 
Mean)^ile missiles grew in im­ 
portance and Bergen grew with 
them, becoming Martin’s execu­ 
tive vice president in 1955, the 
same year founder Martin died 
at the age of 69. 
When Bergen now 46, took over 
as president in 1959, more than 
70 per cent of Martin’s orders 
were in missiles and related elec­ 
tronics. Today, the government 
buys about 99 per cent of the 
Martin products.

Many of these 
errands demand running between 
the Capitol and the Senate Office 
Buildings across the street.

Castro's automobiles and 
trucks are wearing out, needing 
new tires and p arts, and he is in 
a bind tor a thousand other in­ 
dustrial

These p roducts still are avail- 
able to Castro, either here or in 
Canada or Western Europ e, and

hours — a few of us discovered 
that we were shouting where no 
one heard, p anicking with no one 
to understand.

with no belief that anything can 
be heard with understanding — 
caught with the p ower gone 
Peop le p ray in this way. They 
announce to God that which they 
want to do. but they don't really 
listen.

fidgeters.

If we p ray in this fashion, the 
p ower for our lives may seem to 
be gone simp ly because we had 


not listened nor learned to redeem 
the event. We have been so busy 
that we assumed that we had this 
p ower, and forgot that we were 
dep eniient p eop le. 
Then in the crisis moments we 
are stop p ed, not so much by the 
p ower failure without, as by the 
m oral and sp iritual failure within. 
There was once an old sailor 
my grandfather knew 
Who had so m any.thing.« 
which he wanted to do 
That, whenever he thought 
it was time to begin 
He couldn’t becau.se of the 
.state he was in. 
All of this underscores the fact 
that “ there is a tim e to sp eak 
and a time to listen” Jesus went 
out into the hillsides alone 
to 
listen. 
Some of us are p lanning vaca­ 
tions and trip s. The danger is 
that we shall rep eat that which we 
do all of the year in p utting our­ 
selves into schedules rep lete with 
rush. It ought to be a tim e to 
listen. 
There is no joy in getting stuck 
on the elevator, There is no fun 
in having schedules stop p ed 
by 
the demand of iKxiily failure in 
the same way gadgets are stop p ed 
by p ower failure. 
But the imp ortant que.stion re­ 
mains: when the p ower ■— inner 
or outer — fails, what then? To 
believe in the fact of God is to 
listen to the voice of God. To 
listen is to catch a new sense of 
vocation and the urgency to act 
For he who hears that clear 
call mii.« t sometim e act —• and 
he vvill have the 
p ower for the 
deed.

If you earn $100 a month or 
less, consideration will be given 
as to how your work com p ares 
with that done by average |)er-

when a p erson cannot earn at 
the rate of more than $600 a year 
because of his handicap , he will,

.Answers vary as to Cardenas’ 
strength. Intormed sources claim

Most think he is not 
strong enough to [iiish over the 
government without outside help. 
His major siip|Kirt comes from 
labor unions, peasants and leltist 
students. 
When 
he advocated 
land 
re­ 
form. one government .source esti­ 
mated his following may he as 
high as 2 0 per cent ot the voters. 
When he speaks iqi for Commu- 
ist causes, it may sag to less 
than 5 per eent. 
But the Communists and left­ 
ists are well-organized and noi.sy. 
They spend money freely—many 
recent demonstrations were paid 
tor as a result, headlines have al 
times made Cardenas look like 
Mr, Mexieo.

The most sensational action of 
his regime was expropriation of 
$400 million in foreign oil proper­

masses. Cardenas returned to the 
public scene in the earl y 19.50s, 
taking a cautiousiy leiti.st slant 
As

ing .Jaeoho zArbenz in Guatemala, 
accepted a .Stalin J’caee Prize, 
visilt'd the Soviet Union where he 
bought millions ot i>esos worth ol 
tractors and tarm equipment loi 
Mexico’s eolleclivr farms.

Completion and dedication of 
the new educational building of 
the First Baptist Church marks a 
milestone in the church’s long his­ 
tory dating back to Civ il War 
day s. 
Baptists came to Missouri dur­ 
ing the Civ il War and formed 
churches in the area surrounding 
Sedalia. The thriv ing town at­ 
tracted the attention of Rev . E. 
T Brown, a Pennsy lv ania nativ e, 
who set out to organize a Bapti.st 
church in Sedalia in his capacity 
as a missionary to the district. 
.4 meeting was called in the 
Presby terian Church. Second and 
Lamine. and 19 persons became 
charter members 
Rev 
Brown 
was named pastor. 
The members set their energies 
to prov iding a church building and 
two tots were obtained on Lamine 
near F'ourth. one lot being a gift 
from Gen. George R. Smith, the 
town's tounder. May 13. 18 66. a 
frame meeting house, 5 0x 36 feet, 
was dedicated at a cost of $5 .5 00. 
A Sunday School came into ex ­ 
istence sotin after the church be­ 
gan its work, although tliere is no 
record as to the date. In the sum­ 
mer of 1874. two rooms were add­ 
ed to the original building and in 
187 6 a $1,200 pipe organ, the first 
m Sedalia. was installed 
Dr, J . B. Fuller, of Scottish 
binh. became pastor in 18 8 0 and 
led the church to a debt-free 
status in J anuary . 1882 
Two lots were purchased at the 
present site. Six th and Lamine. 
in 18 8 9 and a new and larger 
church building was started Sept 
16. 1891 and dedicated Feb. 12, 
1893 
Dr. 
Fuller designed and 
planned the structure. 
.A parsonage at 511 West Broad­ 
way was secured in 1912. In 1920. 
it became necessary to remov e 
the church's steeple as a safety 
precaution. 
Enlargement plans began again 
in 1921 and a new building, seat­ 
ing 1,100 persons, was completed 
and dedicated Nov . 16. 1924 
Dr, Dwight Willett was called to 
the pastorate in 1932 and shortly 
thereafter an enlargement cam­ 
paign 
was conducted by state 
workers resulting in reorganiza­ 
tion of the Sunday School and 
Training 
Union. 
The 
teaching 
force and the number of training 
unions were doubled. 
J uly 18. 1943. under the pastor­ 
ship of the Rev . Robert W. Lea- 
zer, notes for $25 ,000 were paid 
off and burned. In October, 1944, 
Dr. Thomas W. Crox ton came to 
the pastorate and helped in the 
.-tarting of a mission at 16th and 
Hancock in 1948. This mission be­ 
came the New Hope Church in 
March, 1957. 
Looking toward future ex pan­ 
sion. property was purq^ased at 
210, 214 and 216 East Six th and 
the buildings utilized for Sunday 
Schorl classes. Lots were also 
bought in northwest Sedalia for 
future mission work. 
The present pastor, the Rev . J 
R. Wallace, began his work with 
the church on Oct. 6, 1%7 . A new 
parsonage was purchased at 1504 
West Fifth in 1957 and the prop 
erty 
at 213 East Sev enth was 
later purchased. A portion of the 
Sunday School is now meeting in 
the

on 
Sev enth. 
Other 
groups are meeting in Central 
Business College.
